In  the  Bibliography,  Owen's  writings  have  been  arranged 
chronologically  in  order  to  illustrate  his  poUtical  develop- 
ment, a  title-index  being  added  that  easy  reference  may  be 
made  to  new  editions  issued  with  variant  titles.  The  items 
are  numbered  throughout  to  facilitate  cross-reference ; 
the  addition  of  a  letter  to  the  number  (as  144A,  144B,  etc.) 
being  due  to  the  insertion  of  items  after  the  numbering  was 
cast.
